following the conclusion of peace, It 
was recognized by those present at the 
preliminary meeting Friday that the 
opportunity is presented to Canada of 
placing herself in a powerful position, 
commercially, if proper measures are 
adopted as reeards the sale of live 
stock products in Great Britain and 
on the continent of Europe. The ap- 
proach of peace has created new con- 
ditions in the export of meat and 
Produce, and some uncertainty in the 
minds of farmers as to future markets.

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Epidemic Influenza 


Instructions Regarding Care 
of Sick Persons 


_ Since thousands of people are nursing influenza patients 
in the province, the following instructions will be of value: 


1—FRESH AIR is the most essential requisite to the 
may and well-being of patients, no matter 
ow ill. 


2.-REST in bed for three days after fever has gone 
is urged to prevent complications. 


3—PNEUMONIA CASES should not be kept in the 
same room with uncomplicated influenza cases. 


4—NOURISHING FOOD at regular intervals. 
5—Plenty of WATER or lemonade. 


6—GENERAL UNWORRIED SERVICE: Avoid 
chattering, nagging or questioning; anticipate 
wants of sickest patients, convalescents usually 
ask for what they want; keep the patients in iso- 
lated room, in separate beds; keep patient in bed 
all the time (this means patient must not get up 
to go to the bathroom) ; two or three pillows ar- 
ranged step fashion, the lowest well under the 
shoulders, will make breathing easier; keep the 
arms and shoulders well covered; ventilate the 
room freely; at the outset, headache and baock- 
ache are frequent; cold cloths (moist, but not 
dripping) to the head, changed frequently, give 
some relief; avoid anything that might cause 
the slightest chill. 


CARE OF MOUTH—A mouth wash every few hours and 
eold cream to the lips help to keep the mouth in a normal 
condition, 

If patient is extremely weak, swab the teeth carefully with 
moistened cotton applications three times daily. 

COUGH—Patient should keep mouth covered when cough- 
ing. Paper napkins or three thicknesses of toilet paper, used 
only once, are safer and better than rags or handkerchiefs. 
Keep a small paper bag pinned to bedside, within easy reach 
of patient’s hand, to receive the used napkins. Change bag 
at least twice daily, or whenever it becomes half full. 

The invisible spray from the mouth and nose during 
coughing and sneezing is as dangerous as visible expectoration. 
Convalescent patients can be masked; weak patients are an- 
noyed by them. 

FOOD—For the unhappy, feverish patients, liquid diet, 
hot or cold, as preferred—milk, lemonade, weak tea and coffee, 
broths. For the convalescent and patients not feverish, soft 
diet—gruels, cooked cereals, milk toast, jellies, soft boiled 
eggs, ete. 

Food may be kept warm in a thermos bottle. _ 

All patients should drink some water every hour when 
awake. 

PRECAUTIONS—Al]] mouth washes, bath water, exeta, 
and uneaten liquid food should be thrown into the toilet by 
the attendant. 

All bags, napkins, scraps of uneaten food, mouth swab, 
ete., should be wrapped in clean newspaper before being car- 
ried to the kitchen to be destroyed by burning. 

All linen—sheets, masks, towels, ete., should be submerged 
in a large kettle of cold water in the sickroom, or put in a 
pillow-slip or laundry bag. This can be safely carried to the 
kitchen stove, and when contents have been boiled five minutes 
anyone may finish caring for the linen. When attendant can- 
not stop to wash her own hands, door knobs, faucets, ete., 
should be protected by scraps of newspaper, which may be de- 
stroyed after each using. 

ATTENDANTS MUST BE CONSTANTLY MASKED— 
must wear big allover aprons in sickroom, changing it to a dif- 
ferent one always before entering any other part of the house. 
Attendant must have facilities for washing her own hands, 
soap, nail-brush and paper towels, in clean place, and never 
touch the patient or patient’s utensils without afterward 
cleansing her own hands thoroughly. Running water is better 
and safer than a basin of weak disinfectant kept for the hands 
alone. 

Everything used for the patient should be kept separate 
from the supplies for the rest of the household. This means 
dishes, bed linen, bath wraps, towels, face cloths, rocking 
chair, ete. 

Families can help visiting nurses and aids by having hot 
water, towels and newspapers ready when nurses are expected.

The 
death toll has been too heavy, the 
wreck of families has been too 
great, the epidemic is still too 


widespread to warrant the relaxa- | 


tion of any endeavor to check 
the spread of the disease. Some 
people object to the wearing of 
gauze masks, and defy the regula- 
tion requiring them to be worn. 
This is more than unfortunate. Be- 
cause unless the order is generally 
observed those who desire to pro- 
tect themselves and others by the 
wearing of masks are inconveni- 
encing themselves to comparative- 
ly little result. 

A man who wears a mask may 
get the ‘flu. That is true. It is also 
true that every remedy known to 
medical science may be applied in 
the case of a “flu patient and still 
the paticnt die. That is not a rea- 
son why medical skill should not 
be emploved. It is only evidence 
that conditions were too unfavor- 


able to be overcome by medicai 
skill. So in the case of the ‘flu 
mask. The fact that a man who} 


has worn a mask gets the ‘flu does 
not prove or even indicate that 
many persor. wLo have worn them 
have not thereby been prevented 


from getting or spreading the 
disease, 
The gauze mask is not a new 


thing. In every first-class surgery 
the attendants and operating sur- 
gecns weai gauze masks, Why 
In order to prevent infection from 
their breathing reaching the sur- 
face of the wounds caused by the 
operation. Perhaps there is no 
value in the assumed protection. 
But it is the consensus of opinion 
amongst the best surgeons that 
there is a valuable measure of pro- 
tection in the use of the masks in 
such cases, 

There is a great deal not yet 
understood in regard to ’flu and 
its causes. But it is well establish- 
ed that it is a communicable dis- 
ease. The general belief is that 
it is communicated by means of 
the mucus of the nose, mouth and 
throat. That is, the mucus is the 
breeding ground of the germs and 
becomes infected on being reached 
by already infected. mucus, either 
passing directly from on erson 
‘to anather by the acti of Wreath: 
ing, speaking, coughing or sneez- 
ing, or by the inhalation of float- 
ing aug particles which are earry- 
ing inf®eted mucus. 

If this belief is warranted—and 
it is the belief of the best medical 
authorities, there is no room for 
argument, Where people are near 
each other, breathing each other’s 
breath, or subject to catch in their 


\breath the results of other people’s 


speaking, coughing or sneezing a 
gauze mask which prevents 
mucus that has been ejected into 
the air from entering the nose or 
mouth of the person wearing it 
must be a valuable—although it 
may not be an infallible—protec- 
tion. 

Of course, only clean masks 
should be worn. Of course, they 
should always be worn the same 


side out. Of course, infection may | 


occur from causes that eannot be 
avoided by wearing a mask. But

Our contempo- 
rary places them at forty-five thou- 
|sand since August 8th, and the long 
lists that come forward from Ottawa 
daily for publication indicate that this 
may not be an overstatement of the 
case. But if the Military Service Act 
has yielded even 
hundred thousand men it was expect- 
ed to secure, the Canadian Corps must 
still have many thousand of reserves 
in the depots in France and England 


depleted ranks. From the time of the 
battle of Passchendaele in October 
and Noyember, 1913, when during 3 
two weeks’ period of very heavy fight- 
ing over 25,000 casualties were sus- 
tained, until August of this year the 
Canadian Corps did not take part in 
any important battle.

IN THE FOREIGN SETTLEMENTS 


Have patience with these cases, Remember, the old folks are a 
God-fearing, religious people. Sympathize with their manners and 
customs.

avoid over-eating. Don't antagonie the religious instinets in the 
old folks. Get the priest if they want. Where danger occurs 
to the head of the family, take a piece of paper and make ont his will 
for him; have him sign it and you witness; bring the document in to 
your local solicitor. At no time time allow patient to know of dan 
ger in bad cases, Tell them that the reason doctors are dying is 
because they are overworked and fall down with the disease by be- 
ing run down and with no sleep. See that neighbors do the chores, 
Don’t allow patients out of bed until five days after they feel well 
IMPRESS UPON them this fact, that there is no danger of death 
from the plague—only it oceurs after a person is feeling well, gets 
up, and catches another chill.

EMPLOYMENT OF MEN IN DEFAULT UNDER 
THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT 


The following Regulations, recently approved by 
the Governor-General in Council, impose strict obli- 
gations upon every employer TO ASSURE HIM- 
SELF THAT EACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF 
MILITARY AGE AND DESCRIPTION IS IN POS- 
SESSION OF DOCUMENTS PROVING THAT HE 
IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAULT UNDER 
THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who is charged with having a de- 
faulter in his employ must be able to prove THAT 
THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS ISSUED BY 
THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY AUTHORI- : 
TIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUESTION WERE 
PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPECTION at the time || 
when the employee was taken into his employment, || 
and that it was reasonably established to his satisfac- 
tion that the man was not in default under the Mili- 
tary Service Act. It should be clearly understood 
hat the Canadian Registration Certificates given on 
June 22, 1918, at the time of general registration, in 
no way define the status of a man under the Military 
Service Act.
